Burke, known as the most dangerous 
criminal in America because of his 
alleged wholesale murders and robber- 
jes, was captured without a struggle 
Thursday. 

At a farm house near Milan, Mo,, 
four St. Joseph policemen, a sheriff 
and a rural constable surprised the 
killer in bed. He surrendered without 
a shot being fired. 

Word of his arrest sent Chicago de- 
tectives racing to St. Joseph by auto- 
mobile, in the hope of being first to 
claim the prisoner. They carried war- 
rants which charge Burke with being 
the assassin who lined up seven Moran 
gangsters in a Chicago garage Bt, 
Valentine's Day, 1929, and riddled 
their bodies with machine gun fire 

Burke is charged with a dozen or 
more murders and robberies totalling 
at least $1,000 000 dollars.

$4,000,000 


Proposal to Boost Second 
Class Rates Said to be

OTTAWA, Ont., March 27.—The 
post office department will have a 
deficit of over $4,000,000 in the 
present fiscal year, In its effort to 
reduce expenditure and deficits the 
government must secure more rev- 
enue and dispense with unnecessary 
expenditure 'n service and admin- 
‘stration. It has been proposed to 
increase postal revenue by increased 
postal rates for newspaper mail de- 
livery.

ST GOVERNOR 
-OF IRISH FREE 


| Timothy Michael Healy 
| Was Brilliant Parliamen- 
tary Speaker

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, March 
27.—-Timothy Michael Healy, over 
| whose bitter-sweet salles in the 
| House of Commons old-timers stil 
| chuckle, died Thursday at the age of 
75 years 

He was the first governor of the 
Irish Pree State, bul he will be re- 
membered longer as one of the most 
brilliant parliamentary speakers who 
ever galvanized the House of Commons 
into action, 

In the old days before the Free 
State had its own par ament, he used 
to sit in his corner of the house, his 
silk hat tipped down over his nose 
pretending not to listen, Then he 
would get up to his feet and begin 
one of those characteristic speeches .n 
which the vitriol of his sarcasm was 
overlayed with the honey of his Irish 
humor 

He had been sick for weeks, and 
those close to him knew the end was 
near, but his death nevertheless was 
a shock to those who knew him, 
SOME MISGIVINGS 

When Timothy Michae) Healy; an 
extreme Irish Nationalist whose 
tongue had carried @ v.nomous sting 
in his fighting parliamentary days, 
became first Govetnor General of the 
Irish Free State in December, i922, 
there were some mitg.vings.

“Tim" Healy took over the newly 
cieaved position.

R. E.: Emery Addresses 
Convention Being Held 
in Calgary 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

CALGARY, March 27,—Making his 
annual presidential address, R. E. 
Emery, retiring chairman of the Al- 
berta branch of the Canadian Manu- 
facturcrs’ Association, delivered a 
lengthy report at the annual provin- 
cial meeting of the organ‘zation in 
the Palliser hotel at noon Friday. 

Following 1s Mr. Emery'’s address, 
in part. 

“No event in the history of Alb«rta 
has been of more importance than the 
return of ite natural resources which 
took place on October 1, 1930, com- 
pleting a quarter of a century of pro- 
gress and development. 

“Although A-berta is generally re- 
ferred to for sonvenience as one of 
the prairie provinces, it 1s probably 
not fully recognized that its resources 
of mercantile timber, an arca of 30,- 
000 square miles, place it third among 
the Canadian provinces, exceeded only 
py Quebec and Ontario, and exceeding 
in what ts thus classified evn British 
Columbia. 

“The wealth of Alberta is more 
diversified than that of the provinces 
of Saskatchewan or Manitoba, and in 
several items it Mands at top for the 
Dominion. It has coal reserves of 
1,0/2,400,000,000 tons,, or 80 per ornt 
of those of al' Canada, Lt has 15,000 
square miles of ter sands, which are 
expected to have much vajue for fu- 
vure road-making. By the recent 
transfer the province attains posses- 
sion of 18,500,000,000 fect of timber 
and 60,000,000 acres of farm lands, 
Oi. production in the province has in- 
oreased irom 163,000 barrels in 1925

The government will 
be Bble“to announce in a very short 
time what it proposes to do and par 
ticularly, how far it ia prepared to go 
in assisting to finance any such or- 
ganization,’ 

“In the course of his speech on the 
budget, February 25, Premier Brown- 
lee stated that the creation of an In- 
dustrial board is favored by the Al- 
berta government, 60 long as there is 
no duplication of effort or expense 
that comes within the scope of boards 
of trade, and kindred organizations. 
He added that a meeting with boards 
of trade, and other business organ- 
izations, would probably be called at 
an early date.

There will be general satisfaction at 
the selection of Sir Josiah Stamp to head 
the Royal Commission that is to be set up 
by the Dominion Government to investi 
gate the grain trade, or some aspects ot 
it. Sir Josiah has a reputation too big and 
too valuable to be thrown away by mak- 
ing himself a party to any investigation 
other than a thorough and impartial one. 

He has also the great advantage of 
being an “outsider,” and therefore tree of 
any suspicion of prejudice or self-interest, 
It would be rather difficult in the circum- 
stances to find a Canadian who has the 
necessary technical knowledge and who 
would be accepted as free from bias. Most 
Canadians who know the grain trade are 
mixed up in it. Hence the advantage cf 
an outside referee. 


GERMANY A’ 


LOWER TARIFFS 

Germany and Austria have agreed to 
equalize their tariffs, in order to build up 
trade with each other and with the out- 
side world. And half the governments in 
Europe are nervously protesting that the 
trade agreement is the first step toward 
a political union. 

Europe is still suffering from shell- 
shock, and sees a menace in every move 
that Germany makes to better its position, 
Germany’s neighbors are in fact as sus- 
ceptible to hallucinations as those Cana- 
dians who nineteen years ago saw the 
spectre of annexation because a Canadian 
government made a reciprocity agreezzent 
with the United States, 

The real significance of the agreement 
is to be found in the explanation given by 
Chancellor Bruening. Germany and Aus- 
tria, he said, were driven to action because 
no headway is being made with the propo- 
sal to scale down the tariffs of HKurope 
generally, and stop strangling interna- 
tional trade. If Germany cannot trade 
somewhere it cannot pay reparations, 

Germany, the country that set the pace 
for tariff boosting in Europe, is now de- 
manding lower tariffs to enable it to live. 


PUTTING ON THE SCREWS 


The Soviet is going to apply the ‘‘piece- 
work” system to its collectivist farms. 
Yor the sufficient and quite understand- 
able reason that some of the collectivist 
farm workers have not been doing as much 
work as the commissars thought they 
ought to do, or as some of their fellow- 
laborers have been doing. Hereafter the 
slackers will draw pay, or rations, as the 
case may be, according to the degree to 
which they exert themselves, 

Human nature, it would seem, is pretty 
much the same in Russia as it is else- 
where, and persists in being pretty much 
the same there under the communist 
regime as it was when every moujik was 
working for himself. That is a sad blow 
to the fond theory that if the wicked and 
designing capitalist slave-driver were 
chasedolf the job, and everybody made a 
servant of the state, all hands would 
pitch in and produce to the limit ‘for use, 
not for profit.” The collectivist farm- 
laborers appear to have discovered a 
different possibility in the situation, and 
one much more to their liking. 

Slowly but surely the Soviet is Gis- 
carding the high flown theories with which 
it started out to transform Russia into an 
earthly paradise of leisure and plenty, and 
is adopting, under pressure of necessity, 
the methods which humanity has worked 
out in the long roll of the years for put- 
ting a premium on industry and thrift 
and a penalty on idleness and waste. 
Communism is nothing but public owner- 
ship on the wholesale, and public owner- 
ship never avoided disaster anywhere 
except as it employed the methods which 
private ownership has shown to. be 
economically sound. 


ALBERTA MUST GET ITS SHARE 


Dr. Gershaw, Liberal member of par- 
liament for Medicine Hat, urges that a 
duty be imposed on sugar, for the purpose 
of discouraging importation, encouraging 
use of the home-made product, and thus 
stimulating the growing of beets and the 
manufacture of sugar in Canada, a line of 
production that has already attained con- 
siderable proportions in southern Alberta, 

The Medicine Hat member is to be con- 
gratulated on thus laying down the prin- 
ciple that Alberta industries are entitled 


to the same kind of treatment as indus- 
tries in other paris of Canada, The Cana- 
dian people have demanded a_ protective 
tariff policy, and parliament is to com- 
plete the framing of such policy at the pre- 
sent session, As Alberta is a part of 
Canada, the industries in which its people 
are engaged are entitled to the same mea- 
sure of protection as is accorded to other 
industries located in other parts of the 
Dominion, That principle should be as- 
serted from the outset by Alberta mem- 
bers at Ottawa, quite without regard to 
party affiliations and beliefs as to whether 
or not the protective policy is advisable. 

If protection is a good thing for the 
country it will be a good thing for Al- 
berta and we cannot get it too quickly or 
in too large measure. And since protec- 
tion is to be the rule, whether good for the 
country or not, there is no reason why 
industries in this province should not be 
given such tariff benefits as will offset the 
higher prices that must be expected on 
the products of other sections of the Do- 
minion which Albertans have to buy. 

A general revision of the tariff always 
takes on more or less the character of a 
general grab for benefits, on the part of 
members representing widely differing in- 
terests and sections of the country. That 
is particularly true when the revising is 
being done upward, for it is then that the 
grabbing is best. It is up to Alberta mem- 
bers of all parties to get into the scrim- 
mage and show that they can grab early, 
often and plenty. 

Whether or not a member happens to 
approve the policy involved has nothing to 
do with the case; the people of Canada 
decided last June that the tariff is to yo 
up. The grabfest being on, the Alberta 
members can do nothing less in defence 
of the people who elected them than grab 
with the rest.

British market was the most important of all 
objectives, as it is still the most important, How can 
he possibly reconcile with that objective his action 
at the special) session in putting up the duties against 
Britain, wiping out the preferences that were graniea 
undér the Dunning budget? Not only that, but rais- 
ing the tariff duties to a point that in many cases 
prevented the intlow of goods from Great Britain 
into this country, I hope may right ,honorable friend 
will give some explanation of his action in that 
regard. I should not like to think it was simply be- 
cause he had made promis:s to certain interests that 
if he was returned that was what he would do. We 
all know that there are certain selfish interests in 
this countty that would like to shut out all competi- 
tion from Great Britain. We know that they are 
atraid, from the point of view of their monopoly, of 
British competition even more than of competition 
from the United States, I hope it was not from 
motives of that kind that my right honorable friend 
made the changes he did make, And I hope that 
it was not from a belief in his power to coerce the 
British government, Did he think when he raised the 
tariif against Britain that he was going to find it 
possible to coerce the government of the United King- 
dom by such a step? Was that what he had in mind? 
If he thought anything of the kind he should have 
been fair to this parliament and told us. I want to 
say to my right honorable friend that he did not 
treat parliament fairly in his attitude with respect 
to the Imperial conference. I asked him politely at 
the beginning of the special session to give us a state- 
ment of what he intended to do at the Imperial 
conference, to make known his policies, He was also 
asked by, I think, the honorable member for Bow 
River (Mr. Garlarid) to advise parliament along those 
lines. He spoke on the Imperial conference two or 
three times, but he never told this house what he 
had tiv mind. I say that was not fair to parliament 
and it was not fair to the country. I think we ail 
assumed that my right honorable friend was busy 
and that he had little time"to think of these matters, 
and naturally we did not press him, But if he had 
in mind going to Britain and seeking to coerce that 
country; if he had in mind going to Britain and 
putting up to the British government a proposal 
which he knew could not be accepted by any gov- 
ernment in that rountry he should have told us that 
very thing, I say he should have made known to 
pariiament what his intentions were, and here again 
may 1 say I think it is worth considering whether 
it is consistent with British parliamentary institu- 
tions for any individual! or for that matter any cabinet 
to promote policies with respect to great imperial 
matters, policies that affect the whole future and 
development of the British empire and to launch 
those policies publicly before the world without any 
discussion in the first instance either in parliament 
or throughout the country, /fter all, pubiie opinion 
is a factor in government quite as much as anything 
else, and it is part of the system of government 
under British institutions that there should be the 
fullest discussion of policies on the platform, in 
parliament and certainly also in the cabinet, I do 
not know what nas transpired in the cabinet, but 
I have very grave doubts in my mind as to whether 
my right honorable triend ever told his cabinet what 
he intended to do when he got to London.

ficulty. Each goes the way of his 
and her own temperament; and both 
derive what slight signs of a nervous 
disposition these traits indicate from 
the same parents.

| Quack Dootors

The western world has been, since 
the fall of 1929, secking to find its 
Way out of an economic depression, 

This depressiona has expressed it- 
self in three basic ways. 

(1) In a seemingly irresistible re- 
tardation of business and industrial 
enterprise, 

(2) In a widespread disturbance 
of mass confidence tn current lead- 
ership, 

(3) In a vast social unsettlement 
in which hungry men have looked 
on while food surpluses have burst 
the walls of warehouses. 

A thousand quack doctors of poli- 
tics and of economics swarm about 
us bidding for the privilege of pre- 
scribing thelr pet remedies, As a 
result of my own comments on the 
economic situation in these daily 
articles, my mail basket 1s swamp-, 
ed with letters from men who have 
this or that “remedy” which, as they 
think, will alone resolve the eco- 
nomic dilemma, 

But we must keep vigilant guard 
against the faker who talsely over- 
simplifies the sickness that has fall- 
en upon our economic order, 

It is not a simple sickness, and it 
will not yield to any simple or single 
remedy. 

Even a superficial diagnosis of 
the depression compels us to con- 
sider: 

(1) Such immediately and inti- 
mately industrial issues as* wages, 
hours, prices, technology, and man- 
agement, 

(2) Such deeper issues as securi- 
ty, leisure, and self-respect for the 
millions who toil.

Modern Writer! 


Mr. Noel Coward, whose comedy 
“The Young Idea” is being presented 
this Saturday by the Edmonton Little 
Theatre, is perhaps the best known, 
or certainly the most typical man of 
the theatre today, at least where light 
entertainment is concerned. Young 
and of great versatility, playwright, | 
player, producer, composer, writer of 


lyrics, he above all expresses in play: | 


writing and acting the modern idea 
that in the former expression dose not 
depend on an elaborate background of 
close-fitting architectural plot; and 
that in the latter expression can be 
just as effective, It’s plots are made 
from emotions portrayed quietly in- 
stead of flamboyantly. He contends 
that farce and light comedy must 
stand or fall by its clever incigences 
and brilliant dialogue. He therefore 
concentrates on those things and al- 
most entirely ignores probabilities of 
plots, that the schools of drama call 
exposition. Judging by the success otf 
his plays the results appear to justify 
the methods. These casual happy-go- 
lucky plays need what is apparently 
casual happy-go-lucky acting to put 
them over, The players have to 
“stroll through their parts,” but this 
is not as easy as it looks, It requires 
judgment, care and above all practice. 
Care must be taken of every move- 
ment of the body, every inflection of 
the voice and these movements and 
inflections must be rehearsed to the 
last flicker of an eye lash, 

This modern school of writing and 
acting May not be approved by some 
of the older generation but it produces 
at least a recognizable symblom of 
every day life. If its sincerity is the 
real test of art then the modern 
theatre, despite scoffers, critics and 
followers of Aristole, is going forward, 
not backwards, and above all is a 
reflection of our own time.

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Brownlee Would Revive Canadian Wheat Bad. 


Inevitable Unless 


Wheat Prices Jump 
He Tells Assembly 


Re-organization of Pool May Have to be 
Considered by Prairie Provinces at 
Conclusion of Session 


Renewal of the Canadian* 
Wheat Board is inevitable if 
the price of wheat does not 
improve, according to an 
opinion expressed by Premier 
J. E. Brownlee in the legis- 
lature on Thursday during 
discussion in committee of 
the whole of the wheat pool 
guarantee bill, 

He thought this would be 
the logical solution of the 
western wheat situation if 
the next few months brought 
about no improvement in the 


marketing situation, 

Hope that the Alberta Wheat Pool 
woud be able to carry on also was 
expressed, as it was in a liquid posi- 
tion and in view of the tact that the 
western grain route was taking on 
new and increasd importance. If 
prices improved, in tive years, it would 
have placed its security beyond the 
danger point 


FALE OF POOLS 
As soon as the current session ot 
the legislature was concluded, he felt 


that the three prairle provinces woulda 
have to get together and consider the 
whole question of the pool's status 
and whether any re-organization 
would be necessary in view of recent 
developments 

Ile further expressed the belief that 
no pressure would be exerted to have 
the demand tor 100 per cent pool 
legislation introduced at the present 
session of the legislature 

The bill itself was tinally passed 
through committee stage and reported 
with minor amendments 

George H, Webster, Liberal house

Clause 8 deals with the question 
of meeting the guarantee given under 
the act, either by issuing direct bonds, 
getting in cash and settling with the 
banks, or by having the pool itselt 
issue bonds and then having these 
guaranteed by the province, 
ANSWEKS CRITICS 

The most contentious portion of the 
secuion was that in which provision 
is made for the guarantee continuing 
in case @ re-or,anization of the pool 
and its carrying on under 
auspices 

In reply to the 
criticisms, Premier J, E, Brownlee suid 
he could not understand wherein 
there were objections to it 

The house, in principle already had 
approved of the guarantee, Under the 
guarantee and at some date, probably 
within the next few months, the 
banks would look to the province to 
make @ setilerent, Then a definitely- 
fixed sum would be due the banks, 

This could be done by the two|* 
methods already mentioned, 

If the bonds were issued dizectly, 
then the public debt of the province 
would be increased by the amount 
paid the banks and then divorced a 
little more from direct lability, the

PLATINUM AT 
OBED MAYBE 
SAYS MINER 


Prospector Sends in Sam- 
ples of Ore to Edmon- 


ton Bulletin 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

EDSON, Alta., Mar, 27-——There may 
be platinum at Sullivan Creek, Mile 42, 
near Dalehurst, Alberte, but in the 
opinion of two experienced prospectors 
who followed the “rush” there, the 
gravel is “hungry looking,” and the 


platinum and gold is only present in| 


microscopic amounts. 

“We left Edson with a party on 
March 23 for the “rush,” and on ar- 
rival found that Sullivan Creck was 
staked from the Athabasca to the 
Muskeg, s0 we went on to the next 
creek, about 1,000 feet to the west and 
staked there,” said the Bulletin’s in- 
formant, who showed the concentrates 
of eight pannings taken, These pan- 
nings showed no colors of gold, al- 
though they might bear further in- 
spection, as no acid test was applied 
to this sample. 

"I then went back to Sullivan Creek 
and took two pannings, one on the 
discovery claim and another 1,000 feet 
to the north. The first panning show- 
ed no ‘colors’ but did show a very fine 
black talling in the bottom of the 
pan, ‘This tailing or residue was then 
put into a glass tumbler and dried over 
4 fire, I then applied nitric acid 
which promptly eradicated all but a 
very few of the black identities. The 
tumbler was manipulated in the same 
manner as a pan, with the result that 
these fine particles entrained them- 
selves in @ procession to the rear of 
the rest of the specimens. Water was 
then introduced to the mixture and 
the liquid drained off. I followed 
with an application of hydrochloric 
acid which caused no further effect 
in 15 minutes’ duraiion, This was 
then drained off and one part nitric, 
four parts hydrochloric (aqua-regia) 
was put into the tumbler and this 
showed no effect, the black particles, 
very few, still remaining. This show- 
ed me that the substance J was try- 
ing to identify was acid-resisting— 
either platinum or coal.” 

“The other panning from 1,000 feet 
north of the discovery claim showed 
faint ‘color’ and the gravel in Sullivan 
Creek is much heavier by feel than the 


gravel from Creek No, 2. All pan- 
nings were made from gravel two 
feet under the surface of the creek 


bed, and I have passed up much better 
looking stuff in British Columbia, 1 
am satisfied that there ts platinum 
and gold in the district in microscopic 
amounts, but I am not well enough 
informed to make an assay or to de- 
ermine other substances,

YOUTH FREED 
IN SHOOTING; 
ALIBI PROVED 


Kenneth Reeves Was Ac- 
cused of Shooting W. 


R. Cummings 

Prankly expressing his doubt of the 
alibi, the Chief Justice, dismissing the 
charge against Kenneth Reeves in the 
Supreme Criminal Court on Friday 
morning, said he could not ignore 
the testimony of the witnesses, Mrs, 
Lorinson and her daughter, that 
Reeves had spent the hours from 
seven to ten on the night of the al- 
leged ‘crime at thelr farm at Ar- 
drossan, 

His Lordship said that Reeves had 
a very bad record, and he was very 
doubtful of the alibi if there had been 
any question as te his whereabouts at 
the time, He had plenty of time to 
have come in from Ardrossan to go 
back again, but the testimony of the 
witnesses that he stayed at the farm 
could not be disregarded. 

ACCUSED OF HOLDUP 

Reeves was accused of holding up 
and shooting William R. Cummings 
in the south side park on the night of 
December 21, the holdup taking place, 
according to the story of Cummings, 
at about 9:15 pm, 

Cummings subsequently picked 
Reeves out of a lineup at Fort Sas- 
katchewan, where he ts now under- 
going a term of imprisonment for tak- 
ing a motor car without the owner's 
consent, 

When confronted with Cummings at 
the time the accused said that he be- 
lieved he was out with his wife at 
the time of the crime being commit- 
ted. When accused went into the wit- 
ness box on Friday morning, His 
Lordship called attention to the dis- 
crepancy between his remarks on that 
occasion and the evidence subse- 
quently brought forward by the coun- 
sel for the defence, P. G. ‘Thomson, 
K.C., for the purpose of establishing 
the alibi 

This evidence is to the effect that 
Reeves spent his time on December 
21, which was the Sunday before 
Christmas, or the hours between five 
in the afternoon and eleven at night, 
in taking a man named Dick Collins 
to a farm at Ardrossan, that he stay- 
ed there for some hours and brought 
back a Mrs, Lorinson and her daugh- 
ter to Edmonton South This evi- 
dence was given by the father of 
Reeves, also the man Collins, Mra. 
Lorinson and her daughier Isabel, and 
Jack Lorinson, at whose house Mrs, 
Lorinson stayed when brought in by 
Reeves 

Reeves told His Lordship that he 
first thought of the Lorinson trip 
when his mother and father came to 
see him at the Fort. 
CORROBORATION 

Mrs, Lorinson sald that on the Sun- 
day before Christmas Kenneth Reeves 
brought Mr, Collins to the farm at 
Ardrossan, arriving about 7:15 p.m 
He was wearing a red sweater and 
cap, Witness saw him later with a 
check mackinaw coat with sheepskin 
lining and collar. She left with Reeves 
on the return journey as she wanted 
to do Christmas shopping, and her 
daughter, Isabel, also accompanied 
them, They left the farm about 10 
o'clock and reached her son's house 
in Edmonton just after eleven o'clock 


She had known Reeves since he was 
a child 
Isabe} Lorinson, daughter of the 


previous witness, corroborated the evi- 
dence of her mother, They left the 
farm about 10 o'clock, as her mother 
remarked that it was time they start- 
ed or else everybody would be tn bed 
before they reached Edmonton, It 
was @ little after eleven when they 
reached the city. 

Mrs, Eunice Lorinson, wife of Frank 


Lorinson said she lived on 96th 
street and 80th ave. On the Sunday 
before Christmas, Mr. Collins and 


Kenneth Reeves started away from 
their house about five o'clock for the 
purpose of going to Ardrossan, Reeves 
got back about 11 o'clock and brought 
Mrs, Lorinson and Isabel Lorinson 
with him, Reeves wore a fawn cap 
and red sweater when starting and a 
mackinaw coat when he came back, 
ACCUSED IN BOX 

Kenneth Reeves, when in the wit- 
ness box, said that he went oyt to 
Ardrossan to collect a bill on the Sun- 
day before Christmas, He took Dave 
Collins with him and they left the 
city about five o'clock, He came back 
from the Lorinson farm about 10 
o'clock, and Mrs, Lorinson and Isabel 
came back with him, 

Reeves admitted that he was serving 
a term of nine months for taking a 
car without the owners’ consent, 

Reeves related the circumstances at- 
tending the visit of Cummings and De- 
tective Morrow to the prison and said 
that after Cummings had looked over 
the line-up the guard called the ac- 
cused to speak to Detective Morrow. 
Reeves said to Morrow: “What does 
that guy want?” and he answered 
"That is Mr, Cummings and he has 
picked you out for shooting him.” The 
accused then to Morrow: “You know 
1 have never had a gun in my Life,” 

He then suggested that Cummings 
should see whether he could identify 
his voice. He also told Morrow that he 
thought he might have been playing 
cards at the Commercial hotel that 
night or else out with his wife, Cum- 
mings asked him a number of ques- 
tions and said: “You will have to 
prove definitely where you were on 
the 21st.”

Provide Advances 
For Seed Grain To 
Alberta Farmers 


Provision for making advances of 
seed grain to farmers requiring this 
for their 1931 crop is made in a bill 
given second reading in the legislature 
Thursday afternoon by Hon, R, G. 
Reid, provincial treasurer, This as- 
sistance will be given only to farmers 
who are unable through crop failure 
or other adverse conditions to pro- 
cure their necessary seed grain 
through their own resources, and ad- 
vances for this purpose will be 
handled through the municipalities 
which will share the cost with the 
provincial and Dominion governments, 

Definite limits are set as to the 
value of grain which will be provided. 
This is placed at $75 for a quarter 
section; $125 for a half section; $175 
for three quarters, and $225 for a 
section or more of Jand, Use of grain 
so advanced ts limited strictly to seed- 
ing of land, and no such seed will be 
provided after May 15, 1931. 

Municipalities, as protection against 
loss for their share of the liability 
are empowered to take interest bear- 
ing promissory notes in addition to a 
lien upon all crops grown in 1931 and 


1932, this to have priority over all 
other claims, Money is to be loaned 
to the province by the Dominion 
government at an extremely reason- 
able rate of interesl| to assist in 
financing this assistance, stated Mr 
Reid,
